M. DALADIER’S SPEECH 
Jan. 31. 


It may be true that M, Daladier, Prime 
Minister of France, is noted for his reticence, 
Dut it is also a fact that when he does speak, 
he really has something very pertinent to 
say, a8 witness his nation-wide broadcast 
fon Monday night. ‘The enslavement of the 
German people by their Nazi masters, 
and the enslavement of other peoples 
to the German slaves is what the world 
thas been witnessing these last two: years. 











“%3| have been officially described 
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Poland’ have been reduced to nothing 
but lands of despair, and their people com- 
pelled to live the most miserable of lives. 
If corroboration were wanted of this state- 
ment it is to be found in the report which 
hhas been prepared by the Roman Catholic 
Church for submission to the Pope, in which 
is alleged that beating, torturing and mur- 
dering of priests in Poland and a barbaric 
campaign for the extermination of the Poles 
generally are being cartied on. These reports 
in Berlin 
fas “sheerest invention,” but if there has 
to be any doubt as to who is telling the truth 
the Holy Church is more likely to be be- 
lieved than the officials of the Reich, who 
have been strangers to the truth for so long 
4 time that they probably cannot recognize 
it, when they see it. The world at large 
does not know the whole tale of what is 
going on in the tercitories conquered by the 
Nazis. It does know of Poles forced to 
labour for their enemy, of people dispossess- 
ced of their homes in order that the Gi 
mans forcibly evacuated from the Baltic 
‘States. shall be accommodated, of mass de- 
Portations of subjugated peoples, and the 
general ruthlessness of men whose code 
knows nothing of mercy to the defeated but 
only of cruelly, brutishness, and deceit, 
‘This campaign in Poland against the Roman 
Catholic Chureh is no mere accidental out- 
cropping of what has occurred of late: it 
is part and parcel of a scheme to destroy 
the great moral force which must be inevit- 
ably opposed to the immorality of the Nazi 
system, and is just as carefully thought out 
‘as Herr Hitler's progress towards the present 
In view of the naked hostility which the 
‘Nazis display towards the Chureh there are 
some who wonder just how much longer the 
Vatican will maintain its present neutrality. It 
sees reared against it all the carefully organ- 
ized forces of evil which the German leaders 
have determined to impose upon the world, 
and the question is often asked as to when the 
Roman Catholic Church will avail itself of 
the enormously potent moral weapons which 
it has in its armoury. ‘That is a matter for 
the Pope to decide, though he will probably 
realize that if the democracies ever go down 
in defeat the very existence of the Church 
itself is threatened. M. Daladier reaffirmed 
the solidarity existing between the Allies, 
which the Reich would so dearly like t 
destroy. All attempts have failed up 10 the 
present, and there is little likelihood of 
others in the future being any the more sue- 
cessful, so long as they continue to present 
to the world at large the prospect of what 
would happen were the Allies ever to per- 
mit of a German victory. It must be clearly 
understood that the Nazis contemplate in the 
event of victory nothing so comparatively 
innocuous as the much condemned Versailles 
‘Treaty. Their scheme involves the complete, 
and utter subjugation of the democracies in 
exactly the same way as they have sub- 
jugated, temporarily, it is hoped, those coun- 
ties unfortunate enough to be neighbours 
of Germany. That is what the Allies are 
facing ; the imposition of a system of slavery 
to a gang of men who fancy they are in 
some mysterious way superior to the ordinary 
yun of humanity, “It is as well to remember 
these things in the light of the whispering 
campaign whereby German propaganda is 
being carried on. To each class of people 
different story is told. ‘The wealthy are 
formed that they will lose their riches if 
the war goes on, the workers are told this 
fs merely a war of the ricl—parenthetically 
it may be remarked that this is so singularly 
true in view of the enormous wealth the 
Nazi leaders are known to have accumulated, 
intellectuals and artists are threatened 
with the destruction of all that is beautiful, 
tund indeed the whole system involves appeals 
to the weaker side of humanity and its fear 
of losing that which it holds most dear. 
‘That will be lost in any event should Ger- 
many win this war. 


M, Daladier makes 4 good point when he 
ys that Germany by her very system of 
Government has already lost the moral bat- 
tle in this present war, but material victory 
has still to be won. He has not committed 
the mistake of under-rating the great strength 
of the enemy, as being one of the most for- 

ble in the world. The Allies are for- 
tunately possessed of enormous reserves, and 
have facilities for adding to them which are 
denied to Germany. That, together with 
the inspiration of a voluntary discipline 
which Is one of the proud charact of 
the democracies, is a favourable augury for 
the future, and’a guarantee that the Allied 
conception of life will not be destroyed by 
a vielorious Reich. It is only necessary to 
contrast the wretched lives of the Germans 
under their Nazi masters, that denial of 
personal freedom and the’ reduction of the 





























average German to a mere automaton 
conformable in all things to the wills 
of evil men, with the freedom which 


democracy has always given mankind to 
‘work out its destiny in individual freedom, 
to realize what Nazism would mean to 
humanity were it able to run riot over the 
whole world in accordance with the ex- 
pressed ambitions of its leaders. Mankind 
as the slaves of the helots of the Nazis, whose 
system of government costs Germany _some- 
thing in the neighbourhood of £140,000,000 
Per annum, would be condemned to the 
brutish existence of mere labouring animals.

It is for the survival of all that is 
good in the system of human society that 

rms have been taken up in response to the 
Nazi challenge, and it is for that reason that 
appeals for peace have been rejected, because 
‘of a determination that this evil conception 
of the Nazi leaders shall be wiped out once 
and for all. No Allied statesman has under- 
estimated the huge effort which will be 
necessary to shake off the threat of the Ger- 
man yoke over all Europe. It will require 
all the energies of the Allies to do so, but 
the will is there, and the readiness to make 
the necessary sacrifices to ensure that the 
rule of brutally, criminal men shall be 
destroyed, not only for the sake of the rest 
of Europe but also for that of the German 
people on whom this evil thing has battened. 

















HERR HITLER’S SPEECH 
Feb. 1. 
If they were not connected with the grim 
tragedy of war whieh Herr Hitler has. in- 
Mieted upon Europe his oratorical antics 
would be productive of much amusement. 
As it is they can only inspire the disgust of 
the peoples of the-Allied, and neutral nations, 
who have the opportunity, which the Ger- 
mans do not, of hearing ' both sides and 
making their own judgments. This last 
in no material way different from 
its predecessors, and the small im- 
portance attached to it by the press of the 
United States is probably the best commen- 
tary on it. There are, however, two aspects 
of the speech which must interest the Allies. 
The first is the fact that in the virulence of 
his criticism of the Allies he dealt with 
them both instead of singling out Great 
Britain for his usual abuse. In that is to be 
seen recognition of the folly of endeavour- 
ing (o divide the Allies, and of the real 
necessity of regarding them us one united 
‘opponent to his grandiose schemes. The 
second is his reiteration of the claim that 
German and Italian interests remain identi- 
al, even though the Reich is closely as- 
sociated with Russia, and Italy is violently 
anti-Soviet. The preservation of a common 
identity of purpose in such cireumstances. 
may be possible, but the world at large will 
regard it with nothing but scepticism, realiz~ 
ing how often in the past Italy has received 
nothing out of the Rome-Berlin Axis, while 
Germany has gained much, even if that may 
prove to be only temporarily. Apart from 
that the speech consists of the usual recital 
of alleged Nazi achievements, and the cus~ 
tomary untrue presentation of the causes 
which have led up to this present conflict. 
A striking example of this is Herr Hitler's 
review of the situation during the last war. 
“Twenty-five year ago Germany was not 
well armed. France was better armed and 
Russia was her ally. But during the years 
1915 to 1918, the sittiation became improved, 
thanks to Providence, However when every 
thing appeared to be going well the German 
people became ungrateful.” This entirely 
novel exposition of the course of the last 
war will be read with considerable amuse- 
ment throughout the world. 


‘The imperial war machine had been under 
construction in readiness for the hostilities 
of 1914 for years before. August of that 
‘year was considered ripe, and, in that month, 
the war for which gigantic _ preparations 
had been made was launched. Germany 
was better prepared, better equipped and 
had the advantage of chosing her own time, 
It was only by a miracle that the invasion 
of France was ultimately held up, and it 
the Allied position which improved in 
subsequent years until military defeat was 
inflicted upon the Germans to such an extent 
that their commanders had to notify their 
Emperor first that victory was no longer 
possible, and secondly that an armistice was 
necessary. What German ingratitude had 
to do with losing a war in which the German 
armies were fairly and squarely beaten on 
the field it is diMeult for anyone to perceive 
except those possessed of the same strange 
historical conceptions those which 
dwell in the brains of a man who appears 
to make up his history as she goes along. 
This is an entirely novel explanation of the 
defeat in the last war. Up to the present it 
hhas either been the machinations of the 
Jews, or the old familiar “stab in the back” 
to which the world has become so accustom- 
‘ed. Hitler has apparently been making new 
researches into history, and has discovered 
that “ingratitude more’ strong than traitors’ 
arms” which quite vanquished his country 
‘of adoption, ‘The fertility of his imagination 
is only equalled by his untruthfulness. That 
the man lies has nowadays to be taken for 
anted. It is so patent. With the usual ait 
‘Of injured innocence he declares that after 
Munich Mr. Chamberlain determined to 
Feach no more accords with Germany. ‘The 
truth is that after Munich the British Prime 
ister was forced to the reluctant con- 
clusion tht Herr Hitler was not to be 
trusted, that he was animated throughout 
by bad faith, and that he was indeed

‘Then again Herr Hitler plaintively re~ 
marks that he has always been ready to 
conclude agreements, ‘The facts show the 
only agreements he is ready to conchide 
involve the surrender to one or other 
of his many and various demands. They 
also show that any agreement with 
him is not worth the paper it is written on, 
that his regime cannot be trusted and that 
so long as it exists there can be neither 
peace nor security for Europe. Then there 
is the usual bleat about Britain making war 
‘on women and children, the old familiar 
accusation with regard to the blockade, a 
traditionally accepted weapon of warfare. 
Against that it can with more justice be 
said that it is Herr Hitler and his regime 
which do not hesitate to imperil the lives 
of women and children by the ruthless 
sinking of merchant vessels regardless of 
whether they belong to the Allies or to 
neutrals, Furthermore it il “becomes the 
man, whose hands drip with the innocent 
blood of the Poles, whose supporters have 
been inflicting unheard of eruelties upon the 
civilian populations of the nations he has 
‘crushed, to criticize the methods of nations 
with whom humanity is still a major con- 
sideration in their policies. And if it is 
necessary to reply to his allegation with 
A tu quoque it must surely be that in his 
unsuccessful attempt to blockade Great 
Britain he also is warring upon women and 
children. It has all along been quite ap- 
parent that what he does to others is always 
legal and proper, but what others do to him 
is unlawful and inhuman, ‘To go on further 
and discuss all the points which this man 
endeavours to make would be a work of 
supererogation, It is not necessary. — Herr 
Hitler stands before the world ’self-con- 
demned as a man in whom it is impossible 
to place any faith, whose word is not to be 
relied upon, and ‘whose every promise has 
to be regarded with the gravest suspicion. 
His speech makes it as clear now as ever it 
‘was that peace can only come to Europe by 
the climination of himself and his accom- 
pliees from the government of Germany. 














THE NEUTRALS 
Feb. 2. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in his speech at the 
Dorchester Hotel in London on Wednesday, 
made an important point when he emphasized 

that, while the Altes did not question the 
right of neutrals to decide whether they 
would come into this present conflict or not, 
the former did ask them to consider that, 
though, in the exercise of belligerent rights, 
action might be taken which causes them in- 
convenience, the Allies had never sunk a 
neutral ship and never wittingly sacrificed a 
neutral life, On the other hand Germany 
threatens the existence of states which are 
too small, too weak, or too near to defy 
them. Mr. Lloyd George in his famous speech 
of September 19, 1914, put the matter rather 
more forcefully when he described the 
Sunker — 

You know his pretensions. He ives him= 
self the airs of a demi-god walking the pave- 
ment—civilians “and. their. wives. swept. into 
the gutter: they have no right to stand in the 
way" of the ereat Prussian Junker.-»..-¥ou 
know ‘the type of motorist the terror of the 
roakls with 60) ite thinks the roads 
fire made for him, and “anybody who impedes 
the action of hi car by. a single mile. is 
Knocked down. ‘The Prussian Junker" is. th 
roadhox of Europe, Small nationalities in his 
way hurled to. the roadside, bleeding and

‘The similarity between the Prussian Junker 
and the Nazi is complete, ‘The German 
people are regarded ax so much eattle des~ 
tined to perform the outrageous will of the 
Nazi party, the group of “super-men” des~ 
tined by the Providence, which Herr Hitler 
alternately invokes or Fejeets, to rule not 
only over Germany, but as much of the rest 
‘of the world as they can grab, ‘The decisions 
fas {0 what shall be their attitude during the 
course of the present war does in fact rest 
ith the neutrals, though that statement is 
only trie in part, It also rests with Herr 
Hitler whether they shall be attacke 
invaded, or not, and that decision when it 
comes to be made will not be altered by 
funy dictates of humanity or decency. Herr 
Hitler will decide if and when the neighbor

of this struggle as long as possible. ‘They 
Will not be etiticized for having such a wish, 
for it does not matter how much the chau~ 
vinist may seck to glorify war; the fact is 
that mankind desires peace and will go Wo 
great lengths to secure it. ‘The conclusion is 
tinayoidable, however, that in the issue of pre- 
sent hostilities the smaller neutrals have 
very keen and close interest. For them a 
dofeat of the Allies will be just as mortal 

blow as it would be to Great Britain and 
France. With the elimination of the opposi- 
tion of those two countries, what guarantee 
have they, what guarantee has Ltaly itself, 
that they will not be overrun and subjected 
to the vast European hegemony of which the 
Nazi leaders have been dreaming these last 
seven years? From this it will be seen that 
the traditional policy of Great Britain in 
maintaining the balance of power in Europe 
has been the main factor which has secured 
fo the smaller nations that peace and security 
which came to them with the end of the 
Napoleonic campaigns. ‘That policy has been 
a benevolent one, and when it was menaced 
by the betrayal ‘of Munich then there was 
only one thing to do, and that to mect and 
destroy the threat which the existence of 
the Nazi government means to European 
civilization. 


A victorious Germany has nothing to offer 
in place of the present civilization, but 
‘Teutonic dominion, reducing all the rest of 
the European nations to u state of political, 
industrial and economic servitude, that self- 
same servitude to which the Austrians, the 
Czechs, Slovaks and the Poles have been 
reduced, and in which their faces are being 
ground into the mive under the Jackboot of 
present day Nazi militarism. An Allied 
vietory means the continuation of that in- 
dividual and political freedom which the 
democracies have acquired during long cen- 
turies of struggle, that Belgium, Holland, 
Denmark, Norway, Sweden, and Finland 
shall be’ allowed fo continue to work out 
their own, destinies unhampered by the con 
tinual fear of attack, and confident in the 
good faith of the victorious Allies, Hence the 
“determination of Great Britain, and France, 
to quote Mr, Chamberlain's own words, to 
“ght on until freedom which has been 
outraged comes into its own again, until 
friend ond enemy ean sit down and build: a 
happier and safer world.” ‘The assistance of 
the enemy will be welcomed in such a task, 
Dut it will have to be a very different enemy 
from what it is at the present. It will need 
to be a chastened Germany, bereft of the 
evil men who are at present controlling its 
destinies, a Germany in which it avill be 
possible to place reliance, which can be 
trusted, and which will be ready to. play 
that part amongst the nations which is its 
due, ‘That is not the part of a dominant 
Power, but of a partnership with the other 
nations of Europe. ‘There has been much 
talk of a federal union of European states, 
with the United States as a model. Such an 
ideal may never be attained, for the factors 
operating against it are so many and so in 
superable that it would pass the wit of man 
to overcome them. But something better 
than has existed these twenty odd years will 
have to be devised, for, if it is not, Europe 
will continue to live in the shadow of sus~ 
pleion, and dread, which in the past has been 
ko productive of evil. ‘That can only be pre~ 
vented by the defeat of Germany. ‘To that 
end all the energies of the Allies are being 
devoted, ond thelr victory, and their victory 
‘lone, will ensure that the European neutrals 
will be able to face the future satisfied that 
it contains no more terrors for them, 























When five months ago Great Britain and 
vrance declared war on Germany, because 
of the latter's invasion of Poland, u complete 
Stop was put to Germany's seu-borne trade, 
with the exception of that in the Baltic. Her 
mereantile marine was completely im~ 
mobilized, some of it seized, and a consider 
able number of vessels has since been des 
troyed by the actions of the Germans them~ 
selves. Following the embarkation by Ger- 
many on ruthless submarine warfare, contrary 
to all the precepts of international law, the 
Allies clamped down upon German export 
trade. as well, and while that has not been 
completely held up, and in all probability 
never will be, the damage done to German 
economic life has been considerable, and may 
be expected to become even greater as the 
months puss. In considering the question of 
whether Germany can stand the strain which 
is thus being put upon her, it is as well to 
remember the currency difficulties of that 
country. Entry into war deprived her of direct 
(ccess to sterling which is the leading currency 
of international trade, and to the franc and 
the United States dollar, the other two of the 
three great international currencies of the 
world. ‘This loss is a much more serious 
thing for Germany now than it was in 1914, 
for in that year the German mark itself was 
the fourth of the great currencies. German 
eredit was then yood, and traders, sending 
yoods to Germany, could count on being: able 
readily to conyert the currency in which he 
qwas paid into any other which he might re- 
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currency. Increasing 
restrictions upon it have forced creditors to 
face the fact that they either had to accept 
German goods, or not be paid at all. Pay- 
ment in marks, which were “blocked” in 
Germany, meant that they had to be spent 
within the country, and it is consequently a 
serious thing for Germany to be deprived 
‘of direct access to international currencies. 
It is true that by trade with the neutrals 
some small access may still be preserved, 
but neither suMeient to restore the large 
volume of trade she has lost, nor to provide 
her with the eurreney of which she will be 
in increasing need in dealing even with the 
neutrals. 

‘The trading area still open to her is not 
sufficiently large to absorb the commerce of 
which the blockade deprives her, nor to 
provide for those extra supplies of which 
the outbreak of war has placed her in such 
‘great need. Great expectations were roused 
in Germany over the rapprochement with 
Russia as offering chances of obtaining sup~ 
plies which were otherwise denied her. But 
Inst’ March at the Eighteenth Congress of 
*he Communist Party, M. Mikoyan, Com- 
missar for Foreign Trade said :— 

We are not exporting butter, or eges,. oF 
bacon, or fowls since we ate increasing 
domestic consumption ané every surplus goes 
into our warehouses, as well as those “ex 
cellent goods which we formerly used to ex- 
port. Despite the large incresse in the pro- 
Guetion of benzine, kerosene, iron ore ‘and 
certain other goods, their export has been 
either’ curtailed or altogether discontinued. 
‘They, too, are kept for home consumption, 

Benzine, and iron ore are two of the pro- 
ducts which Germany will most urgently re- 
quire, and though between last March and 
the present day there might have been a 
complete change in Russia's policy, the de- 
mands, which the war with Finland is 
making upon her, render such an eventuality 
extremely improbable. ‘The Russian trans- 
port system is not eapable of mecting the re- 
quirements which an increased German de- 
mand would involve. If Russia could set 
aside one-tenth of the total wagon stock for 
the needs of trade with Germany, which is 
extremely doubtful in view of present con- 
ditions, the total annual carrying capacity 
over the very great distances would amount 
to less than Germany's annual peace-time 
imports of iron ore alone. In this connection 
it Is interesting to recall the conclusion 
reached by Col. Hesse on the subject of Rus- 
sian railways, which appeared in an issue 
of the “Kriegswirtschaftliche Jahresberichte” 
1 few months ago : 

‘A comparison of the Russian railway sys- 
tem with that of other countries shows how 
far it lags behind them. In view of the fact 
that Russia must now be counted as one of 
the mass-producing countries, the insuffic 
feney of iis railway system poses an economic 
‘question which it will take years to solve. In 
@ war when mass transportation has to be 
‘conducted in a short space of time, this pro- 
blem may prove of decisive importance. It 
may. be said without exaggeration that for 
many years to come the state of the Russian 
railways will remain the weakest point in the 
military-cconomie  eapacity. of the Soviet 
Union, 

It is because it is generally recognized, that 
Russia is not to be the great German store- 
house which it was enthusiastically expected 
it would be, that the Germans have been 
putting enormous pressure upon the neutrals, 
especially in the Balkans, -to extend their 
trade with her. They have shown no great 
desire to do so up to the present, and in 
the endeavour to maintain their neutrality 
will seek to treat both sides as impartially 
fas possible, having all the circumstances in 
view. It may be that Germany will obtain 
some increase of trade through the Balkans, 
but it can safely be said that this can never 
‘counter-balance what she has lost owing to 
the Allied blockade. Nor will forcible 
seiaure of goods in the occupied territories 
do much more than temporarily relieve the 
situation, No inexhaustible source of supply 
is to be found there, and it is becoming just 
‘as plain now as it did in the last war that 
the fact is inescapable that, to quote Mr. 
L. P, Thompson, “neither by ordinary com- 
mercial methods nor by coercion can Ger- 
many hope to evade the slow but sure pres- 
sure of naval blockade. In the corner of 
the world which remains open to Germany 
there simply do not exist some of the 
materials essential to the conduct of war, 
‘und indeed to the maintenance of civil life. 
‘And as the war progresses it will become 
harder, and harder for Germany to pay for 
the supplies that do exist there. ‘That does 
not mean that the task of the Allies is easy. 
‘Though Germany cannot stand a long war, 
the Nazis have built up a machine which can, 
while it lasts, strike hard in an effort to 
break our stranglehold. But it is a strangle- 
hold. And both we and the Nazis know it” 
‘The operation of the blockade may be just as 
slow as it was in the last war, but if it can 
be maintained —and the story of the last 
five months emphatically demonstrates that 
it can,—the only question remains is as to 
how long it will be before its full effect 
brings Germany to.a more peaceful frame of 
mind than it js at the present. It would be 
rash to seek to make estimates such as were 
made twenty-five years ago. It is better for 
the Allies to recognize that they are in for 
‘a long war, and also that In such a war the 




















blockade has an increased opportunity to get 
in its deadly work. 


BALKAN CONFERENCE 
Feb. 5. 


While there are still four days in which one 
‘or other of the members of the Balkan 
Entente—Turkey, Greece, Rumania and 
‘Yugoslavia,—ean ‘give notice of its termina~ 
tion, it is now taken for granted by most 
well-informed quarters that the fact, that up 
to now no such notice has been given, means 
that the understanding will automatically be 
renewed for a period of another seven years. 
‘That in itself is a development which it is 
hoped will prove a happy augury for the 
conference which is proceeding at Belgrade, 
the results of which may have a profound 
effect not only upon the situation in that part 
of the world, but also upon the present war. 
‘The interplay of political forces in the Balkans 
hhas always been great, but never more so than 
now when the various states are playing 
roles of very considerable importance, because 
‘of the enormous interest the greal Powers 
have in them. Germany wants food and 
in increasing quantities as something of 
n offset against the Allied blockade. She 
would also like to prevent a military bloc 
of the Balkan states calculated to strengthen 
their potential resistance, Ttaly has been 
working for an improvement in the relations 
between Hungary, Yugoslavia, and Rumania, 
which would strengthen them with Italian 
aid against any Russian advance. There is 
a certain amount of Italian jealousy of 
‘Turkey which in turn has considerable 
interest in Bulgaria, but both Italy and 
Turkey, anxious to see_a strengthening of 
the position of .the Balkan States have 
wisely been endeavouring to persuade Hun- 
gary-and Bulgaria respectively to moderate 
their claims against the Entente nations, the 
general idea being at least to maintain the 
status quo until the present war has come 
to an end. For the time being Russia is 
unlikely to bring any pressure to bear upon 
Rumania concerning Bessarabia, having her 
hands more than full with the Finns, but it 
is to be expected that sooner or later she 
will sock the return of that area either by 
political pressure or military force. King 
Carol has repeatedly announced his inten- 
tion of maintaining the present integrity of 
his kingdom and may be expected to resist 
any Russian invasion, 

The grave danger of the situation arises 
from Germany's great need of the where~ 
withal to carry on the war which the naval 
action of the Allies has denied her. Despite 
the fact that Italy is firmly opposed, and 
will assist in resisting any Russian encroach- 
‘ment into the Balkans, there is the possibility, 
that an agroement may in the future be 
reached between the Reich and the Soviet 
for a literal carving up of Rumania between 
them, whereby Germany would secure 
control of the supply of much needed 
essentials, together with a port or ports on 
the Black Sea, and Russia would satisly 
its territorial ambitions. It is not to be 
believed that Herr Hitler would hold his 
hand because of any understanding which 
may have hitherto existed between Rome 
and Berlin. Italy has clearly served Herr 
Hitler's purpose, and if he has to choose 
between Rumanian supplies and Italian 
political support, the desperation of his 
Position may eventually cause him to throw 
Italy overboard. To all intents and purposes 
that was done when the Reich signed the 
non-aggression Pact with Russia in August 
last year, for by doing that Herr Hitler 
clearly showed the Italian, Japanese and 
German pact against the Komintern to be 
the shoddy thing it was so long as it had 
to depend upon Herr Hitler's good faith. It 
follows that any Russo-German attempt on 
Rumania would force Italy to make grave 
decisions concerning the possible disappear- 
ance of her important interest in the Balkans 
and her fear of the further spread of 
Bolshevism in south-east Europe. The dif- 
ficulty of the Italian position is that because 
of jealousy of Turkey's inclusion in any 
Balkan bloc she is not particularly anxious 
to seo the Entente strengthened, despite the 
fact that a strong Entente is the best pos- 
sible safeguard against the increasing of 
Russian influence in the Balkans and the 
consequent danger of the spread of that self- 
same political creed to which Signor Mus- 
solint is so completely opposed. The situa- 
tion is paradoxical, but then, when has it not 
been in the Balkans? The strengthening of 
the Entente by the inclusion of Hungary 
and Bulgaria would represent a considerable 
accession of Turkish influence which is not 
wholly suitable to Italian policies. 

It is greatly to the interests of Great 
Britain and France that the Entente shall be 
strengthened, so as to be able to withstand 
economic and political pressure from outside, 
namely, from Germany and Russia. ‘They 
are not particularly worried over Italian 
influence in the Balkans, for it has always 
been there, and while Italy remains so com- 
pletely opposed to any spread of Bolshevism 
inthis her most important sphere, it may 
be said that her interests in this connection 
are identical with those of the Allies. While 
the particular needs of the various members 
of the Entente are clean cut and under- 
standable, those of the Greater Powers are 
not quite so cusily defined, for they coincide 
in some cases and conflict in the others. 
‘That is a danger which the unstable Balkans 
have always presented, and it is all the more 
serious because of the present war. Counsels 





























of wisdom suggest that the Entente States 





are probably following the best course in 
suspending all matters of dispute between 
them until peace has been restored to Europe, 
and the future of the whole Continent 
‘worked out in an atmosphere more conducive 
to sound and lasting decisions than would 
now appear to be the case. The situation 
will be improved if Hungary and Bulgaria 
can be persuaded to follow suit with regard 
to their claims upon Rumania, and, if they 
‘can be persuaded to enter into-the bloc, for 
resistance against all outside pressure, they 
may yet preserve themselves whole against 
the designs of elther Germany or Russia, of 
both. A firm bloc of .the Balkan States, 
backed by Italian power, would be the best 
safeguard of their future, for it must be 
apparent that should Germany find an outlet 
on the Black Sea, at the expense of Rumani, 
the rest of the Balkan States would be 
doomed if the Reich emerged from this 
present war victorious, It is equally ap- 
Parent that the best chance of Germany 
proving successful in this matter Is for the 
Balkan States to remain divided, to be picked 
‘off piecemeal when it suited Herr Hitler's 
time. ‘The fact is that a strong Entente, 
despite Italian-Turkish jealousies, is the 
best for the Balkans, and for both Ttaly and 
‘Turkey, and may save them a lot of trouble 
in the future. 





SUCCESS AT BELGRADE 
Feb. 6 

The communiqué issued at the conclusion 
of the eighth session of the Balkan Entente, 
conference in Belgrade is of considerable 
importance as indicating complete agreement 
between the four States which comprise it, 
namely, Greece, “Rumania, Turkey and 
Yugoslavia, and ‘there is every reason for 
supposing that stability will be maintained 
in that part of Europe for some time to come, 
‘The communiqué recorded the unity and 
common interests of the four member na- 
tions, and voiced thelr decision “to watch in 
common over the safekeeping of the right to 
independence and to national territory." ‘The 
Conference has resulted in a diplomatic 
defeat for Germany, which all along had 
been seeking to stimulate rivalry of interests, 
so that out of the resulting disorder she 
would obtain benefits, which are at present 
denied her. ‘There is now no question of 
increasing Entente trade exchanges with the 
Releh. The pressure, which Turkey brought 
to bear upon Bulgaria to declare that it 
would not press the matter of the Dobrudja 
until after the conclusion of the present war, 
had the result of considerably relieving 
Rumanian anxieties, while similar assurance 
regarding Hungary's claim on ‘Transylvania 
was equally gratifying, In the absence of 
an immediate menace from those two 
countries, the tendency of Rumania to swing 
into the German orbit was halted, and 
though, doubtless, she will continue to supply 
Germany with goods, consonant with’ her 
status as a neutral, the probability of the 
Reich being able to bring pressure upon her 
to do more than that, has been rendered 
remote in the extreme, and the solidarity of 
the Entente has been reinforced in a manner 
which should secure for the Balkans stable 
conditions for at least another seven years. 
It may be within that period that Hungary 
‘and Bulgaria will be attracted towards mem~ 
bership in the Entente, when the question 
of the integrity of “national territory” shall 
have beon settled satisfactorily all round. 
Such a’ possibility cannot but fail to please 
Italy which all along has desired a tranquil 
Balkan Peninsula, 

If the Allies, and Italy are pleased over 
the decisions ‘reached by the conference, 
Germany and Russia will certainly not be. 
‘The Entente, firmly united as they are now 
shown to be, will be able to present a united 
front against further diplomatic manguvres 
by Berlin and Moscow or any other form of 
pressure they might seck to bring to bear 
collectively or individually. ‘There is still 
‘one aspect.of the matter which is not clear, 
and cannot be until Signor Mussolini has 
‘made a pronouncement on the subject. How 
far Rome would act against further German 
‘expansion of influence in the Balkans still 
remains to be‘veen. Any attempt by Russla 
will apparently be resisted by the Entente 
with the support of Ttaly, which might 
in certain circumstances become material 
rather than moral. But the continued 
existence of the sadly blown upon “Rome- 
Berlin Axis makes it a matter of some 
speculation as to what the Italian attitude 
would be should the Reich decide to 
endeavour to obtain by foree those larger 
supplies of essentials which Rumania can 
supply, and which she is at present refrain- 
ing from placing exclusively at the disposal 
of Herr Hitler. The invasion and  sub- 
fugation of Rumania by German forces 
would, in the first Instance, destroy the 
Entente, or at the least do it’ considerable 
damage. Italian influence In the Balkans 
would tend to diminish just as it has in the 
Danubian states, and the possibility of Ger- 
many eventually finding an outlet on the 
Adriatic as well as the Black Sea, is not 
something which 1) Duce ean view with any 
great degree of equanimity. It 1s true that 
the seizure last year of Albania gives Italy 
complete command of the entrance to the 
Adriatic, for which purpose it was quite 
patently’ undertaken, but there can be no 
gainsaying the fact that Germany on the 
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coasts of the Adriatic would be avery. 
uncomfortable partner indeed. With Berlin’ 
and Moscow demonstrating such a com~ 
munity of interest as to make ideological 
differences of very ‘small account, it isan: 
‘open question whether the expansion of Ger- 
‘man influence in such a manner would be any 
more agreeable to Italy than it would be if 
the Soviet were responsible. 

In view of all that has happened in the| 
past, there cannot possibly be in Rome any 
real’ faith that Herr Hitler will honour his 
obligations to Haly if it does not suit him, 
any more than he has done to other nations 
with whom he has reached agreement. Ger- 
‘man and Italian interests in the Balkans are 
{n opposition. It is unlikely, with all that he. 
has at present on his hands, that Herr Hitler 
would seek now to provoke the open hostility 
of Italy. That, however, is no guarantee 
that at some future time the Reich would 
not seck to further ils own aims, regardless 
of the Italian stand in the matter, and while 
no reasonable person believes in the pos~ 
sibility of a German victory in this present 
struggle, It is nevertheless quite clear that, 
should the unexpected occur, Italy would be 
in no position to offer effective resistance to| 
German intentions in the Balkans. What] 
then should be the attitude of Italy should 
Imereasing desperation as a result of the 
Allied blockade tempt Germany to endeavour 
to wrest by foree from Rumania the whole] 
of that country’s output of those supplies] 
which the Keich will sland in ever-growing 
need? That is a matter solely for the 
decision of the Italian Government, but, if 
the present situation is read aright, it would 
seem that Rome would be obliged to take] 
action not in conformity with membership] 
of the attenuated axis, but’more suitable to) 
{ts own needs and interests. Italy and Ger- 
‘many ean have no community of interests in 
the Balkans. What has happened in the 
Danubian basin has clearly demonstrated 
that fact, for there, Italy has been obliged 
to give way before’ the manquvres of the 
Reich {o such an extent, that her influence 
there is but a shadow of what it formerly. 
was. The complete understanding _ which 
hhas been reached at the Belgrade conference: 
fs, therofore, n success for Italian policy in 
the Balkans’and a reverse for that of Ger- 
many. With regard to Russia, Rumania 
now stands in a better position’ to protect 
herself than appeared to be the case a few 
weeks ayo, and though the possibility of the 
unexpected happening 
regarded, the satisfactory results which have| 
now been attained should lead to a consider- 
able strengthening of the position of all the 
Balkan nations,

Razor Sharpening

Much of course depends 
upon the texture of the beard which has to be’ 
shaved daily, but there is no doubt that some 
fof the sharpening contraptions are remarkably 
Jeficient and in a comparatively short while 
pay’ for themselves. There are some men who 
find the use of the inside of a glass ax a means 
lof Keeping a good edge on the blade answer 
their purpose ‘remarkably well, but there are 
Jothers' who donot, while specially prepared 
Jand shaped stones have at times appeared on 
the market to fulfil the saine purpose not always 
Fwith complete success. Some years ago there was 
Ja razor blade sharpening concern situated in Sze- 
Jehuen Road ‘close to. the YMCA. which 
IWvas possessed of a machine which dealt with 
a number of blades at a time, What success.

Funeral of Late 
Marshal Wu 


Pelping, Jan. 25. 





‘The funeral of the late Marshal Wu 
Pel-fu, to which the popuilace had 
een ‘looking forward eagerly for 


reveral weeks, was one of the big- 
nest shows of ils kind that has been 
seen here for many years. Although 
people speak of a procession of this 
sort as a funeral, it docs not include 
the actual burial of the deceased 
which takes place at a much later 
date, 

On January 22, a ceremony was 
held at the late Marshal's residenee, 
which was attended by high Chinese 
‘and Japanese officials and by mem- 
bers ‘of the foreign Embassies. And 
fon the 24th the coffin was borne from 
the private residence to the Nien 
Hus Ssu (Temple of Picked Flowers), 
there to lie in state, until a suitable 
‘burial-place has been found by the 
Reomancers. 

Starting about 9 am., and moving. 
at the usual snail's pace, the coffin’ 
did not arrive at its destination till 
after 5 pm. ‘The people of Peiping, 
Who are iireat connoisseurs of funer= 
als had, therefore, full opportunity 
‘of enjoying the spectacle, which they 
rogard, much as we do a Lord 
Mayor's Show or the Americans 9 
Columbus Day Parade. 

Beggars Not Disappointed 


Nor did this funeral disappoint 
their expcetations, for though T have 
seen just as ood ones, as for as 
‘quality goes, it was certainly excep 
onal in size and quantity. And it 
was a good day for the beggars of 
Peiping, whose special prerogative it 
fs to carry the coffin and all the 
other paraphernatia that go to make 


























up the procession. The. catafalque 
was borne by three relays of 64 
bearers. Sixty-four is the number 


allowed for the highest oficials, 
two relays, so. that this was som 
thing special. (The coffin of an Em- 
peror is borne by 84 bearers in the’ 
city and 120 outside). 

‘What seemed to exeite the particu- 
lar admiration of the erowd were 
wo full-sized motor ears of papier 
miché, complete with chauffeurs and 
attendants; though, as a matter of 
nel, this is by no means a novel 
feature in modern Chinese funerals. 
Most of the funerals of wealthy per- 
sons nowadays inelude at least one 
motor ear, which has apparently be- 
come as much of a necessity in the 
next world, as in thi 

‘There were one or two unu 
features about the procession, which 
gave it a special character. One 
speelal feature, which will probably 
not have been noticed by the ma- 
Jorily of foreign spectators, were the| 
two cords of twisted white cloth, 
several hundred feet tong and attach- 
ed fo the coffin, which were held by| 
the mourners." This corresponds to 
our pall-bearers and is only rcca at 
the funeral of a very important 
personage, Another feature, tuncom- 
mon in- Chinese funerals. but a 
common sight nowadays in Peiping| 
fand one that does not add to the 
aesthetic charm of any ceremony in 
which they appear, were the two. 
rows of gaudy-coloured paper wreaths| 
presented by Japanese. 

Proof of Popularity 
Furthermore, the very large num-

‘Three resolutions were made at the 
General Meeting of the Russian Na- 
tionalist Union in Great Britain, held 
fon December 22. ‘The first was to 
make a solemn declaration that 
Russian nationalists and patriots, 
whatever the shades of their political 
beliefs, categorically separate them 
selves trom the policy and actions of 
the Soviet government, and brand 
these actions as a erime against hue 
manity and against the real interests: 
of the Russian people, ‘The second 
Was to assert thelr uncompromising 
‘opposition to the Soviet regime. And 
the third was to voice thelr belief 
that the quickest destruction of the 
Communist regime in Russia and the 
regeneration of a strong and unified 
Nationalist Russia, is just as necessary 
to peace-loving elvilized nations as 10 
the peoples of Russia, 

‘The engagement of Prince Dimitry’ 
Kekuatoy, the son of a Colonel of the 
Imperial Russian Army and formerly. 
of ‘Khabarovsk, and Miss Claudia 
Lukina has been announced 


Medical Society Meeting 


‘The annual meeting of the Russian 
Medical Society was held in. the 
Russian Hospital recently. According 
to tradition, Dr. A.V. “Tarle, who 
acted as chairman, read a paper on 
1 topical selentife problem, his theme 
being "Complications of treating shizo- 
frenla with shocks,” (insulin and 
eardiozol), Dr. Tarle decribed a new 
method of treating mental diseases 
with shocks. Only recently many 
Goctors were greatly interested in this 
method, Dr, Tarle sald, but the great

plications has led to the conclusion 
that this method must be treated with 
extrome caution.

The teaching staff 
of this school is composed of Mrs. 
M. G. Verkhoturova, Mr. P. P. Shev- 
chenko, Mr. N. D, Kantov, Mx. N. K. 
Iwanoff, and Mr. K. N. Lee. 

It fs learned authoritatively from 
Poland that in that section of the 
country, which has been occupied by 
the Germans, there is no persecution 
of Russion emigres. During the seige 
‘of Warsaw the Russian population did 
not sufler many casulaties. | Among 
those killed were the colony's oldest 
priest, the Very Rev. T. Teodorovitch, 
‘ond Mr. Turgenev, the barrister-at 
law. But most, of course, lost their 
Jobs oF their earnings, and must now 
aeeustom themselves to a new life. A 
Russians Emigrants Committee “has 
been formed, consisting of 16 men. 


So far no clear reports have been 
received on the position of emigres 
in the Soviet occupied territory, but 
WU Is known that many have” been 
already arrested and even send. to 
Siberia.

Sm—The decleration by ten pro- 
mincht medieal practitioners © in 
Shanghai towards the close of 1039, 
denouncing the dishonorable pric 
by some doctors in accepting ‘rebates 
from some dispensaries, laboratories.

the prompt response by the Shanghai 
Bronclt of the Chinese Medical Asso- 
lation at its annual assembly of 
December 28 in unanimously passing 
a resolution that such practice be 
abolished forthwith, have marked a 
new era fn the history of medical 
profession in China. Almost over- 
fight, the city's leading dispensaries 
in’ supporting the movement an- 
nounced one after another that with 
the new year they would discontinue 
giving rebates to doctors. Tt appears 
that with these allied professions 
blending themselves together for the 
cause of reform, the established 
custom of wrongful giving and taking 
“a blot on physicians and: phormac- 
{sts alike—would be wiped away 
before long. 

‘The decision made by the group 
of physicians was prompted by no 
other motive than a desire to remove 
the immoral practices trom. thelr 
profession, By confessing the past 
Mistakes of thelr own and those in 
their profession they indicated thetr| 
aversion to the practice of dishonesty 
fand determination. to exterminate It 
‘They have begun with themselves 
first, believing that others who may 
adhere to the habit, could be led by 
the. example. 

‘The movement is, however, not 
limited to the medical profession, ax 
there Is a national cause attached to 
the resolution of the {en proposers. 
In the course of their meditation, 
they were confronted with two alter- 
natives: either the medical profession 
fsverifice thelr selfishness for the:

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The Finns’ Angel : 


A Natural Phenomenon 


To the Blitor of th 
*Nowrn-Cisa, Dany News" 

Sim—Apropas of the apparition 
observed by the Finnish Army in the 
shape of “a white angel with arms 
‘outstretched protectively facing to- 
wards the Russian lines," as reported 
from Helsinki by Reuler a few doys 
ago, which many a reader must 
have passed with a smile as a clever 
Piece of propaganda, 1 would like to 
state that “such a” phenomenon is 
Quite possible in any northem coun- 
‘try, and espeoially in Finland, at this 
time of the year, where the Aurora 
Borealis is nota rare occurrence. 
‘This phenomenon greatly varies in 
appearance, and cons'sts of an 
iMuminating fanlike arch stretching 
over the skies during-the long north- 
ern nights with its centre pointing 
towards the magnetic pole, and rays 
of light directed southwards reach- 
ing the zenith and beyond it, chang- 
ing its colours and density wavelike 
where in the centre there sometime 
appears the so-called “crown” of the 
Aurora, ‘The cause of this pheno- 
menon is not quite established, but, 
Js undoubtedly, the result of electric 
discharges in the higher layers of the 
Farofled atmosphere. ‘The light of 
the Aurora Borealis is very similar 
to the light of rarefied gases in a 
Geissler tube when an electric cur- 
rent is passing through it (the Neon 
light is based on the same principle), 
This theory is furthermore sub:

It is therefore the phenomenon of 
‘maguificent Aurora Borealis with its 
fanshaped rays pointing southward 
(towards Russia) that must have 
made its appearance on the Finnish 
front at this time of the year when 
the sun shines about two hours, the 
other 22 hours of the day boing 
night with a temperature of 60° to 
70" below zero, with aeroplanes rain 
ing death and destruction. When 
human beings have to remain at the 
front under such hellish conditions, 
there is then no wonder that when 
the Aurora Boreal's appeared in the 
skies; the long and weary nights 
with’ the biting frost fired up the 
Imagination of the soldiers at the 
front to observe “the Angel of Mons" 
‘with its attributes—good luck to 
them!

The Chinese constable 
explained to Mr. C, H. Haines, HM. 
Coroner, vefore ‘whom the enquiry 
‘was held, that his pistol had. deen 
accidentally fired when he had at- 
tempted to knock a pistol out of ane 
other man’s hand in the presence of 
P. S, Crank in the General Post Omice 
‘compound on January. 10. 

‘The frst wliness called was Peter 
‘7. C. Bau, manager of the Far Easter 
Sanitary Co,, 341 Szeehuen Road. On 
the morning of January 10, he said, 
hho was called to the Post Office and, 
upon his arrival ‘there, he attempted 
to settle a dispute between his eooties 
‘and Post Office coolies. His coolles 
were cleaning the Post Oflee and the 
trouble was about hot water. 

‘When witness. tried to settle the 
dispute he was struck by the Past 
Office ‘eoolies, who used thelr fats 
‘and he warned them that if they still 
persisted in assaulting him he would 
fire a pistol, which he carried will 
him in’ his pocket. “They continued 
to assault me and 1 took my pistol 
out of my pocket and fired on the 
round to frighten them,” witness 
continued, 

He added that the coolies then 
commenced to pull him to the main 
tentrance of the compouhd and at this 
time the pistol was in his 0, 
pocket. A’ foreign policeman 
Chinese potice-constable eame on the 
seene, the foreigner asking him 
whether or not he had a pistol. Wi 
ness replied that he had a pistol and 
also a licence. “Then J handed Uhis 
pistol to him." he said.

‘ground?—No, 

‘Witness added that the pistol was 
cocked with the safety catch on and 
when the coolles continued to assault 
hhim he released the safety catch. The 


pistol was pointing towards the 
WSubInspector F. AL Bwins, in 


‘charge of the Arms Identification Sec~ 
lon of the SBLP. sald that on 
January 10 he recived a 25 Colt 
automatic and, at the same time, he 
Fecelved a 25" cartridge case and 
‘bullet which ‘he identified as coming 
from the .25 plstol. He also received 
4 380 police pistol and a 260 carteidge 
case, ‘On January 11, he stated, he 
received a bullet from'Detective Sub- 
Inspector Guess. ‘The bullet and the 
cartridge were identited as having 
‘been fired from the SMP. pistol. 

‘Chinese Police Watchman 1108 said 
that on January 10 he was standing 
near the main entrance of the Post 
OMfce compound. At about 12.15 pm. 
hhe heard one shot, the noise coming 
from the east side’ of the compound. 
He then saw a Chinese in foreign 
dress come up with a pistol in his 
hand. “Following a few steps behind 
were some coolles. 

‘As soon as he saw the pistol he 
blew his whistle and caught hold of 
the man's right wrist and drew out 
his own pistol. At that moment For- 
elgn-Sergeant 23 came and. »sked 
what was the trouble. Witness re- 
Diled that someone had fired a. shot. 
‘While he was holding the man's wrist, 
fhe continued, the forelgner took the 
pistol out of the man's hand. 

He did not see Bau take his pistol 
out of his pocket atid hand it to the 
foreign sergeant. “After the foreign 
sergeant had taken’ the pistol he 
heard a shot and saw the latter hold 
hhis abdomen. He asked witness 
where the telephone was and wei 
upstairs. Questioned by Mr. Hain 
witness. sald Bau was not being 
ragged by the Post Office cooties gut 
was running. He did not see who 
fired the second shot, 

Dr. E.G. Gauntlelt sald he was 
called to attend P. §. Crank at the 
General Hospital on January 10. He 
‘was suffering from a gunshot would 
In the abdomen. "The bullet had en- 
tered the middle line, immediately 
‘below the breast bone, ‘and had pass- 
ed backwards and to’ the right and 
could be felt under the skin on the 
right side of the chest. His condition 
Was serious and, after a blood trans- 
fusion, witness operated upon him. 

Tt Was found that the bullet ‘had 
made a large hole in the liver. 
causing considerable haemorrhage. I 
hhad also passed through the right 
Kkidney, “After the operation his con 
dition Improved and was satisfactory 
for six days but then signs of seeond- 
ary haemorrhage occurred and he 
died on January 1G. ‘The cae of 
death was the gunshot woud. The 
bullet was removed and handed to 
the potiee. 

‘The foreman in charge of the 
F. ES, Co, coolies told the Coroner 
that he telephoned to his ofice about. 
the trouble and that the manayer 
feame at about 12 o'clock. ‘The coolies

‘The witness was 
Mr, Peter T. C. Bau, manager of the 
‘Yar Eastern Sanitary Co. In return- 
Ing ‘a verdict of “death by mis- 
adventure” Mr, Haines referred to 
Bou's firing of one shot during an 
altercation ‘with coolles in. the com- 
‘Pound. “It is rather unfortunate that 
| young officer should lose his life 
through the stupidity. of a Chinese, 
who cannot control himself,” he said. 
“The whole trouble, in my opinion, 
was due to this Chinese losing his 








head. If he had not done so, this| coy 


thing would never have occurred.” 

Only one witness gave evidence at 
the enquiry. He was Det.Serg. W. 
G. Stevens and he told the Coroner 
that at about 12.0 p.m, on January 10 
hhe was ealled to the Post Oflice. "He 
went to the Soochow Road entrance, 
he stated, and he was informed that 
a foreign police officer had been shot. 

Witness went to the third floor of 
the building where he saw sergeant 
Crank sitting in a chair in the pas- 
foge near {0 the lift. After he had 
bbeen asked what had happened, Ser= 
geant Crank replied, “I have’ been 
Shot.”_In reply to a question about 
the person who had done the shooting, 
Crank replied that he had been shot 
bya CPC. Asked where he had 
been shot, Sergeant Crank stated, 
“Don't question me. Will you get an 
ambulance? 

Det.-Seret. Stevens, continuing, sald 
that he saw a small pistol on a table 
beside Crank. The weapon was not. 
Yoaded and 3 magazine, containing 
four rounds, was on the table beside 
Ht Witness" then took. Sergeant 
Cranks service pistol whieh, upon 
examination, proved to be unloaded. 
‘There was a magazine containing six 
rounds in the butt, but there was no 
Found in the breech. A magazine in 
Grank’s "overcoat, witness sald, also 
‘contained six rounds. 

Before giving his verdict, Mfr. Haines 
stated that the evidence he had taken 
hhad made it quite clear to him that 
the death of Duncan Ernest Crank 
was caused by a shot fired by C.P.C. 
1289." "I am quite satisfied that he 
had ‘no intention whatever of firing 
this shot.” the Coroner stated. 

“The trouble seems to have been 
this: that Bau, manager of the Far 
Eastern Sanitary Co., had a quarrel 
with some Post OMce coolies and, in 
order to frighten them, pulled out a 
pistol and fred a shot.’ Foreign Ser 
feant Crank and CPC. 1289 were 
Standing outside and naturally thought 

t there was an armed robbery and 
they decided to do what they could 
fo arrest the person. 

‘Bau was being held by a Chinese 
police watchman and they attempted 
fo get the pistol trom him but C.P.C. 
1280 inadvertently fired his. pistol. 
He told a lie to the police when he 
was questioned, Yesterday ‘he told 
me what T believe to be substantially 
the truth. He was afraid of owning 
up that he had actually fired inad- 
vertently.. 

“The whole trouble was due to this 
Chinese, Bou, losing his head. “If he 
hhad not done’so, this thing would not 
have oceurred. Tt is rather unfor 
(unate that a young officer should lose 
hhis life through the stupidity of a 
Chinese, who cannot control

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POCKET BATTLESHIP” 
By Hennent Rosmvskt 


‘The sudden reappearance of the Deutsch- 
Jand_(Luetzow ?) opens up speculation again 
‘on Germany's so-called pocket battleships— 
most mysterious of modern warships—and 
their r6le in the present conflict. To under~ 
stand both thelr design and thelr purpose one 
must go back to the last war—and the last 
Peace. ‘The post-war years saw a radical 
revolution in Germany's ideas in naval war~ 
faye} 1914-1918 had taught them a lesson, 
and the Versailles restriction limiting vessels 
to-10,000 tons made this lesson a necessity. 

‘Thé German Navy, which had never fought 
a great war at sea before, had gone into the 
conflict with an idea of naval war closely 
modelied on that obtaining on land, The 
two opposing fleets, ‘so the German naval 
oMicers believed, would immediately close in 
with each other, and in that struggle they 
were not without hopes that their own fleet, 
though inferior to the British by one-third, 
would be able to wrest victory from its op- 
ponent, in particular if they could induce the 
Inter to give them battle near their own 
coasts and thus enable them to bring the full 
strength of their highly-trained torpedo 
divisions into action. When the Grand Fleet, 
instead of falling in with this plan, preferred 
to utilize their superiority of. numbers and 
position to cut off, from their far-away base 
at Scapa Flow, the German overseas supplies, 
without exposing themselves unnecessarily 
to:the incalculable risks of battle, the Ger- 
man Navy, unable to break the stranglehold 
that was gradually choking the life out of 
thelr country, realized too late that what 
really mattered at sea was not the readiness 
o offer battle to your opponent, but the 
control over your own and his ‘vital sea 
communications. -So deeply rooted, however, 
was this fundamental misconception of naval 
warfare. with the German Admirals that to 
the end they were not able to shake it off. 


‘The great revolution in the strategic out- 
\Gok of the German Navy took place roughly 
between 1025 and 1930, long before the ad~ 
vent of the Third Reich. One of its chief 
exponents was the present head of the Ger- 
man Navy, Admiral-Raeder, Analyzing the 
mistakes of the German commerce raiders 
during the world war for the offcial German 
naval history of that conflict, he had been 
deeply impressed by the opportunities lost 
by Germany, 

‘When the Nazis came to power, they were 
completely satisfled, in the absence of any 
naval strategy of their own, to take over a 
doctrine agreeing so closely’ with their own 
wish to avoid head-on encounter and in- 
stead deal surreptitious blows at the enemy's 
undefended spots, Hitler—great strategist a: 
he believes himself to be on land—has con- 
tribuited nothing new to German naval policy. 


For this post-1918 policy the pocket battle- 
ship was ideal, Now the point about the 
pocket battleships is precisely that they are 
not battleships. A battleship, as its name 
implies, is a ship so strongly armoured and 
armed as to be able to participate in a ranged 
battle between the main fleets of two oppon= 
ents, upon the outcome of which the ultimate 
decision of the struggle for the command of 
the sea rests. 

‘The pocket battleships, however, would be 
utterly incapable of ever taking part in a 
ranged battle without immediately inviting 
disaster, for neither their armament nor thelr 
armour’ will permit them to stand up for any 
Tength of time even to older types of true 
“capital” or “battle” ships. Though unable to 
stand up to a battleship in a regular fight 
they were, with their 26 knots, able to out~ 
steam all existing ships of superior strength 
with the sole exception of the three. British 
battle cruisers Hood, Repulse and Renown, 
while thelr relatively powerful armaments 
made them superior to any smaller craft they 
might meet escorting convoys. Besides this 
thelr quite exceptional radius of action of 
10,000 miles allowed them to keep in the open 
ocean for weeks at a stretch without the 
need for refuelling. 

















The r6le of the’pocket battleships 1s super- 
commerce destroyers became more and more 
clearly pronounced as, with the gathering of 
the political tension in Europe. Britain be- 
kan to replace France sis the opponent against 
which the German Navy had primarily to 
devise their plans. Ayainst France, the Ger- 
man Navy had believed in their capacity to 
maintain at least part of their own overseas 
communications. Against the overwhelming 
superiority of the British Navy that was 
utterly out of the question. All their forces, 
therefore, were free for the attack. 

In the last world war Germany's sub- 
marine campaign had broken dow in the 
ast resort because the German cruisers had 
remained in the North Sea opposite the 
Grand Fleet and had failed to pass through 
the blockade: and cut up, behind the British 
front line, the weak destroyer escorts of the 
convoys that beat the submarine. -In thei 
Mire pocket battleships, the Deutschland 
(Luetzow) the Admiral’ Scheer, and the 








JAamiral Grat spec (scuttled in “South 
‘American tidal waters) the German Navy 
‘saw the predestined weapons for a vigorous 
co-operation with thelr’ ocean-going sub- 
‘marines in the Atlantic, 

‘The utterances of prominent German naval 
comers in this respect were of a truly amaz~ 
ing frankness. ‘In on analysis of the British 
building programme of escort vessels pub- 
fished sixteen months ago, Admiral Meurer, 
‘a well-known German naval expert, claimed 
‘that “such dwarfs” were utterly incapable 
of assuring the protection of an oceanic con~ 
voy and of standing up against heavy cruisers 
with Sin. guns, far less against the powerful 
armoured raiders of the Deuischland class. 

With the beginning of hostilities naval ex- 
perts in all countries expected tlie pocket 
Battleships to. pass immediately into the 
‘open ocean and’ to start a. vigorous cruiser 
warfare against the admirable targets pro- 
vided by the British convoys, until one day 
the inevitable end of all isolated commerce 
raiders, would overtake them and they would 
be run down and sunk. 

‘But the result of thelr activities has fallen 
0 deplorably below what one would have 
expected that one is at loss for a plausible 
explanation of their failure. Instead of 
swooping down upon convoys and destroying 
them by their superior gun-power at long 
range, the pocket battleships have 30 far 
bbeen satisfied with a few isolated merehant- 
men. 

Every week that their eruise goes on with- 
‘out achieving successes proportionate to thelr 
Importance, refuelling "becomes . inevitably 
more difficult for them. ‘The sinking of the 
Rawalpindi undoubtedly thelr greatest suc~ 
cess, is not in itself of any outstanding im- 
portance strategically. In fact, but for the 
unfortunate rain squall which "hid her, 
the British eruiser coming to the Rawal- 
pindi’s ‘rescue might have hung on to the 
Deutschland’s flanks, well out of range of 
her guns, until she’ could have summoned 
those of ‘he Allied vessels capable both of 
oulsteaming and of outfighting the raider.

‘The death of Marshal Wu Pel-fu, China's warrior-poct, on December 4, was widely mourned by the 
Chinese. He was immensely popular among his fellow-couritrymen. One of tho most ploturesque war- 
Jords of the old days, he was also one of the strongest willed. It is understood that he had repeatedly 
and adamantly refused to associate himself with the efforts to form a new central government in China, 
declaring on every occasion that all he wanted to do was to live in retirement in Peiping. Born in 1872, 
Marshal Wu became a soldier at the age of 20, graduating from the Pelyang War Academy at Tientsin. 
It was not, however, until 1915 that he became widely known when he was ordered to suppress 
revolt im Yunnan arising from Yuan Shih-kai’s claim to the monarchy. Some years later he was made 
the instrument in crushing General Chang Chun’s efforts to restore the monarchy. In 1919 he marched 
against Canton ; in 1924 he combatted the Manchurian forces under Marshal Chang Tso-lin, In 1927 
ho was defeated by General Chiang Kai-shek and retired to exercise his exceptional talent for poctry, 
painting and calligraphy. Marshal Wu was a first-class fighting man, and in many a scrap in Szechuen 
and Hunan he fought, sword in hand, at the head of his troops. In fact that was how he ended his last 
fight—against the Nationalists. He alone of the long procession of rapacious and greedy tuchuns of 
the “twentles never tried to make his personal fortune out of politics. Ho went out of public life as 
poor 2 man as he had entered It, (An account of the funeral appears in the news section).
